1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
incorporated the allowable subject matter of claims 16 and 17 into independent claim 
15. Claim 15 is allowable for claiming the structures of the stepped bore, the axial collar 
and their relationship. The combination of the stepped bore and the axial collar in the 
brake of the claimed invention is not taught in the prior art. 

2. Claims 23-25 have been rejoined since claim 15 is generic to both embodiments. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
